The sound-money Demoerats will begin
to arrive in the city to-day, and to-morrow
afternoon the previsional pational commit-
tee will meet for the purpose of finally de-
termining a question full of moment to the
political organization that has stood
practically intact from the days of Jeffer-
#on until the present vear. And vet the de-
cision of this commimes is
foregone conclusien; the matter
cided for them when the silver extremists
at Chicago adopted a platform that made it
impossible for a Democrat who could see
into the future a few months and had the
honor and prosperity
Feart to act with the men who had cap-
tured the party organization. When the
ma jority at Chicage, led by the "senaterial
rilver syndieate,” crammed free silver and
a jobh let of IPopulistic tenets down the
throat of the party, they thought they
were simply driving out of the party New
York, Pennsyivania and the other States
east of the Alleghenies. Thoy did not begin
o comprehend the vast business interests
that have grown up in the Middle West or
the strength of character left among the
proud old Democracy of the South. Their
leaders had caleculated fully upon losing the
East and took the step that drove it out
of consideration with full deliberateness,
but they had not counted upon the revalt
that has arisen in Indiana, 1llinois, Michi-
gan, Wiseonsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebrgs-
ka, Rentucky and a number of Eouthern
States,

The Easterm Democrats went home sick
at heart and disgusted, satisfled that their
States would give overwhelming majorities
for McKinley and anxious only te do what
they conld to hold their local organizations
together, They did not fedl like taking the
initiative in the mevement for a straight-
out Democratic ticket. Their States were
not likely to vote for Eryan ander amy cir-
cumstances and they were divided in opin-
fon as to whether such a4 movement weould
do more of good or of harm to the cause of
sound money. They feit that the fighting
ground was here in the Middle West and
the sound-money men of these States
should determine the vexed question of
what was best to do. Furthermere, a move
in this direction might mean leiting go of
their organization, and anyone familiar
with New York politics will readily under-
stand what a tremendous point for consid-
eration thils was, where there is gt continu-
ous and bitter fixht fer conirel of the
Democratic organization. Again, had the
movement for a sound-mioney Democratic
ticket started In the East, it would have
Leen discounted at once through such
Western and Southprn State= as have been
in the hahit of laying all their troubles at
the door eof the Eastern capitai that has
develongd their resources. y

The Eastern leaders, therefore, did noth-
ing, and it devolved upon the Western De-
mocracy to make a move toward daving
the honor of the party by r« l_u;-‘ll:etim: the
work of the mob at Chicago.

Every man
who has aught to do with business knows
that the threatening rise of the silver craze
arrested the slow process of recuperation
from the panic of 183, The country was
picking up slowly but si'rely unatil the sil-
ver talk beecame ‘prevalent, and people who
were thinking of investing arr buyving began
to think thev had better wait a while. But
when this eruze succeeded in capturing one
of the great parties, the bottom dropped
oit of trade. It i3 not only manufacturing
and financial Institutions that feel it, but
every retailer has beem given ample evi-
dence that his custemers are putting their
decks in order and not spending a cent
that they do not have w. Not only the
men of large eapital, but the man of small
savings as well takes fright at the first in-
timation that the currency is lkely to be
disturbed. his wealth goes out of the chan-
nels of industw and trade as fast as he
can pet at it., and the paralysis foliows,

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 3.—The Knights
of Labor, at a meeting to-night, took steps
towards the organization of a military com-
pany. Letters were ordered sent to all the
local assemblies, asking each to furnish
a cartain number of ablebodied men. The
intention is to organize a regiment of about
700 members and drill them in military tac-
ties.

The Brown strikera have resorted to in-
junction proceedings in the effort to bring
the company to terms. This cvening a pe-
tition was filed In the Common Pleas Court
by 1. A. Russell, as attorney for William
Stanley, a taxpayer, praying for a restrain
ing order against the Brown company and
the Mayor to prevent the calling out of ad-
ditional military companies or the making
of a display of foree in the vicinity of the
works calculated to provoke a breach of
the peace. The petition, which is very
long, recites the whole story of the lock-
out and strike and represents that al the
trouble has been caused by sympathizers
and not by the strikers themselves, It is
alleged that the calling out of the palice
and military has entailed an unnecessary
expense on the taxpayers and for that rea-

son the injunction is asked. Judge Noble

LI MEETS THE QUEEN

TAKEN ON THE ROYAL YACHTP PAST
THE GREAT NAVAL DISPLAY.

Ferty-Seven War Vessels Line the
Way to Properly Impress the Vis-
ftor=Nrazil Gets Trinidad.

——

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Li Hung Chang and
his suite went by special train to Ports-
mouth to-day in order to cross the Solent
to the Isle of Wight and vigit the Queen
at Osbome. He was received at Ports-
mouth by a number of distinguished naval
officers and others, and a salute of nine-
teen guns was fired when he boarded the
roval vacht Alberta, whith was in walting.
Upon leaving Portsmouth the vacht made
a detour and gave the distinguished travel-
er a view of the large flget of war ships
assembled in those wailers, and also per-
mitted him tb see abomt as large and at-
tractive a fleet of nleasure crafts as ever
assembled in the Solent, The Chinese
statesman was saluted by the fleet and
continued on his way to Trinity wharf,
Cowes, where he was received by the
Prince of Wales, who escorted him to Os-
borne. The Marquis of Salisbury, who pre-
sented Li Hung Chang to her Majesty, had
preceded the Chinese envoy to the Isle of
Wight.

When the roval vacht Alberta arrived at
Cowes, LI Hung Chang was received with
naval honors. He was driven from the
landing to Oshorne house in a royal car-
riage drawn by four horses, and unon Mis
arrival there was shown to the private
apartments set aslde for his use. He was
then presented to the Prince of Wales and
the Duke of York in the reception room.
The Prince of Wales observed when the
Chinese envoy was presented to him that
he would have recognized him immediately
from his photographs. The Prince added
that doubtless in his travels In Russia,
Germany and France he had seen large
armies, but to-day he would see a mag-
nificent fleet, Li Hung Chang and his
suite, Lord Sallsbury and others took lunch
together at Oshorne house, while the
Queen and other rovalties took lunch in a
private apartment.

Afterwards the Chinese e¢nvoy was
ushered into the presence of the Queen,
who was seated Iin a small gilded chair,
dreesed in black and surrounded by mem-
bers of the roval family. Lord Salisbury
presented Li Hung Chang, u.'nrl in response
the . Queen bowed to the natiom's guest,
but did ‘not rise. Ld Hung Chang then

read a speech in the Chinese language.
which his son, Viscount Li, translated. He
sald in substance that he had been com-
manded by his paster, the Emperor of
China. to pay his respécts to her Majesty,
and that he had traveled many miles to
carry out this mandaté.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—This was the hottest
day of the season so far. Yesterday at
4 pp m. the government thermometer
marked ninety-three and a half degrees,
the highest of the day. During the morn-
ing to-day the temperature ranged from
five to ten degrees higher than the same
heur's yesterday. At 2 e'clock it marked
ninety-four, er two degrees higher than at
2 p. m. yesterday, and it is still climbing.
One death and a number of prostrations
have already been reported.

At 3 o'cleck this afternoon the ther-
mometer registered hotter than #t has at
any time for two years, when it was nine-
ty-2ix. This figure has only been equaled
twice since 1887, when it was one hundred
in the shade and the raw of mortality
was greater than the undertakers could
handle.

The first death reported was Joseph Lap-
ham, a shoe dealer of 227 West Lake
street, who dropped dead near the Chi-
cago Beach Hotel this morning. Among
the cases of progtrations not attended with

fatal result the first reported was James
Bruns, assistant professor at the Chicago
University, picked up unconscious at 7 a.
m. Unknown man, thirty-eight years old,
brought to the Cook County Hospital at
noon by the police: will recover. Thirty
persons were prosirated here by the heat
to-day, one case proving fatal.
Moxt Severe of the Summer,

WABHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Reports of max-
fmum temperatures received by the Weath-
er Bureau show that the present warm
wave is very general, and is probably the
most severe during the present summer,
The officlals say it Is very unusual for the

temperature to reach such a high point in
so many parts ef the country at one time,
The heat is diie to an area of high barome-
ter which has been prevailiug over tLhe
southern portion of the country, and law

baromcter In the northern part, which re-
sults in great waves of the heat coming
toward the north. In this city tha heas
during the past few days has been intense,
and tlo-day the thermometer reached its
raximum point, registeping ninety-six de-
grees, according to the otficial readings,
though instruments in business houses and
other places were 100 and above. Notwith-
standing the intense heat there were ne
prostrations, Te predictions of the Weath-
er Bureau are that the warm weather will
continue from the middle and south At-
lantic coast westward to the Mississipp
Eivvr. though some relief may be expected
rom thunder storms in some sections.
